Farmers’ Bank of New Castle, D el, 
j wh ere th e bank is also located, and at­ 
temp ted to ov erp ower th e cash ier and 
h is family .

“ ‘Wh at was th ere abou t th e pray er 
th at y ou didn’t lik e?’ ask ed Park er. 
“Now, Th oodoro Park er h ad a way , 
as y ou may remember, 
of mak ing 
pretty long pray ers, and of embody ing 
th e Lord’s pray or in th em, ev ery Su n­ 
day . 
He closed h is pray er generally 
with th e Lord’s pray er. 
So h e migh t 
h av e gu essed wh at th e sailor was com­ 
ing to wh en h e answered: 
‘I k now it was from th e Bible, Mr. 
Park er, th at sentonco in y ou r pray er 
th at I don’t lik e; bu t I don’t lik e it, all 
th e same.’

“Th eodore Park er remained silent 
for a moment, and th en sa d; 
‘No, my good man; 1 don’t believ e 
be wou ld.’ 
“ ‘Th en,’ said th e sailor, *1 wou ldn t 
pray to h im not to do i t ’ 
“Th e sailor left th e great liberal. 
It

told th e tru th , a nd went to h ear Park er 
th e nex t Su nday at Mu sic Hall to

state of mind respecting th o su perna-1 fou nq th at th e sailor’s criticism h ad, in-

Few su bjects tax more stringently 
what may be called the scientific con­ 
science than the matter of su persti­ 
tions. 
Tho stu dent of science recognizes 
two clear du ties in all scientific in­ 
q u iries. 
In the first place, he mu st 
strive to see things as they are, and in 
the second, he mu st speak of them as 
he sees them. 
In regard to ghosts and goblins, 
science has traveled along smoothly 
enou gh so long as apparitions of par­ 
ticu lar classes have been in q u estion. 
The whole su bject of halu einations has 
been explored by science so thorou ghly 
that no one now is perplexed by stories 
of visions su ch as those that trou bled 
Nicolai, Blake the painter, Mrs. A. (of 
Brewster’s "Natu ral Magic”), and a 
nu mber of other persons. 
The vision 
in su ch cases is bu t "the blot u pon the 
brain that will show itself withou t,” 
and science is "not to be overawed by 
what it cannot bu t know is a ju ggle of 
the brain, ” 
Nor has science been mu ch con­ 
cerned abou t those old-fashioned ghost 
stories, teliiu g how sheeted forms and 
u nearthly sou nds have offrighted sen­ 
sitive folk u nder conditions su itably 
su ggestive. 
We have learned to u n­ 
derstand how readily u nder su ch con­ 
ditions—as the gloom of night, chilly 
air (starting shivers and tremors, which 
of themselves su ggest u nearthly feel­ 
ings), and so forth—the mind will u n­ 
consciou sly form false images ou t of 
dimly seen objects, or transform u nex­ 
plained noises into sou nds significant 
of horror. 
A waving cloth becomes a 
beckoning sheet-clad ghost; the creak­ 
ing of a door sou nds like the shriek or 
moan of some one in agony. 
Ou t in the 
open air, in gloomy woods, or valleys 
half hid in mist, sights and sou nds that 
by day wou ld not bo noticed, are by the 
aetive mind changed to awfu l appear­ 
ances or terrible noises. 
To this day, for instance, in parts of 
England, the noises made at night bv 
migrating birds are regarded as the 
barking and yelping of tho Gabriel 
hou nds, ("Gabriel” is itself a su ggos- 
tive transformation from “gabble,”) 
which in recent times—I mean some­ 
where within the last ten or twelve 
centu ries—have been fou nd by the 
foolish cou ntry folk to bo the sou ls of 
u nbaptized children ; while (since the 
hou nds have never done any harm di­ 
rectly» it has been neld reasonable to 
regard them as indicating some ap­ 
proaching trou blo for those who hear 
them. 
There has not only been no trou ble 
in interpreting the ghosts and goblins 
of this type, bu t no difficu lty has arisen 
in conseq u ence of visions and voices 
which have seemed to simu late the ap­ 
pearance or tones of tho dead. 
It is when we tu rn to visions of living 
persons, or to thou ghts and su ggestions 
relating to living persons, at a distance 
from tho person affected by the vision 
of impression, that we find evidence 
most difficu lt to deal with, and the 
resu lts not only difficu lt to explain, 
bu t not altogether satisfactory for dis­ 
cu ssion, becau se tho nu mber of thoso 
who welcome the discu ssion of su ch 
matters with ridicu le enormou sly ex­ 
ceeds the nu mber of the more sonsible. 
To illu strate the class of eases in 
q u estion, I will take a fow very caro- 
fu lly selected examples from among 
hu ndreds that might be excited. 
Iu the following case wo have the 
direct evidence of tho person affected, 
who is well known, may even bo said 
to bo in some degree eminent—the 
Itev. James M. Wilson, head master of 
Clinton College, England, and senior 
wrangler [that is, first in the honor ex­ 
amination for mathematics) in the year 
1850. 
I was at 8 t. John's Colfego, 
Cambridge, when he was there, taking 
my degree only one year later. 
The 
following narrative is in his own words: 
"I was at Cambridge, in fu ll health, 
boating, foot-ball playing, and the like, 
and by no means su bject to hallu cina­ 
tions or morbid fancies. 
One evening 
I felt extremely ill; trembling, with no 
apparent cau se whatever, nor did it 
seem to be a physical illness or chill of 
any kind, 
I was frightened. 
I was 
totally u nable to overcome it. 
I re­ 
member a sort of stru ggle with myself, 
resolving that I wou ld go on with my 
mathematics; bu t it was in vain. 
I be­ 
came convinced that I was dying. 
I 
was in a strange discomfort, bu t with 
Do symptoms that I can recall except 
mental discomfort, and the conviction 
that I shou ld die that night. 
Toward 
11, after some three hou rs of this, I got 
better and went u p stairs, au d got to 


the strange sensation was not even im­ 
agined, be compared with the follow­ 
ing, which is one of tho best au then­ 
ticated of a cla^s of stories whose name 
is now becoming legion: 
In September, 1857 , Captain W., of 
the Sixth Dragoon Gu ards left En­ 
gland to join his regiment 
leaving his wife at Cambridge, 
On tho 
niobt between November 14 and 15, 
L85i, she dreamed that she saw her bu s- 
jan<l looking very ill, au d she there­ 
u pon woke in great agitation. 
When 
she looked u p she saw the same figu re 
standing by her bedside 
He appeared 
m u niform and as if su ffering intense 
pain. 
He then gradu ally faded from 
her view. 
At first Mrs. W 
su p­ 
posed she mu st still be asleep; bu t ru b­ 
bing her eyes and listening to the 
breathing of a child beside her, she 
convinced herself that what she had 
seen was no dream. In December, 1857 , 
a telegram from the seat of war ap­ 
peared in the morning papers, stating 
that Captain W 
had been killed be­ 
fore Lu cknow on the fifteen th of No* 
i vembor. 
The family solicitor applied 
for fu rther information as to the date 
of Captain YY~ 
’s death, which Mrs. 
\V 
fejt su re mu st have taken place 
on the fo u rteen th and not on the fif­ 
teen th . 
Bu t the date given in the tele­ 
gram was confirmed at the war office. 
At this timo a singu lar circu mstance 
came to light 
The solicitor chanced 
to mention the case of a lady, a friend 
of his, who according to his accou nt, 
had a tendency to see visions. 
Tu rn­ 
ing to her hu sband, she said: 
"That mu st have been the same ap­ 
parition 1 saw on tho evening when we 
were speaking abou t India.” 
They were able to fix the date by 
means of a receipt for an amou nt paid 
that day as the fo u rteen th of Novem­ 
ber. 
Tho solicitor on this applied to 
the war office again, saying that the 
friends of Captain W— 
were per­ 
su aded there mu st be some mistake 
abou t the date. 
The officials 
however, that there cou ld be 
stated, 
. 
^ 
_ no mis- 
l take, since the death was referred to in 
two dispatches from S ir Colin Camp­ 
bell, who, in both casas, gave the date 
as tho fifteen th. In March, 1858, a let­ 
ter arrived from a brother officer, giv­ 
ing the accou nt of Captain W 
-’s 
death. 
This officer, who had been rid­ 
ing beside Captain W ——— when ho was 
killed, stated that tho death occu rred 
on the fo u rteen th of Novembor. 
Fi- 
nally, thou gh whether on the strength of 
j this officer’s evidence or throu gh faith 
! in the apparition's tru th to time, the 


u tterly u nable to su ggest any explana­ 
tion. 
The theory of brain waves su g­ 
gested by the present editor of the 
Nineteenth Centu ry several years ago, 
in reference to a story related by 
Tennyson abou t an apparition of the 
kind we are considering, is simply no 
explanation at all. 
It is an attempt to 
in jtndia, j explain o b seu ru m p er o b n cu riu s. 
The 
only path to an explanation-that seems 
worth trying is that on which Professor 
Barrett and others have attempted to 
advance inq u iry; namely, as to*the in­ 
flu ence of mind on mind u nder test con­ 
ditions. 
And u nfortu nately, while this 
path is infested by charlatanism and 
trickery, what has been thu s far dis­ 
closed with more or less clearness in 
this direction has been of little promise. 
Like Sir Isaac Newton’s experiments 
on the action of gravity u nder test con­ 
ditions, which gave evidence only os to 
the natu re of the attractive force ex­ 
erted by matter on matter, bu t in no 
sense explained how matter can act on 
matter instantly over vast distances, so 
these experiments on the action of mind 
on mind within the same room, thou gh 
u sefu l as indicating the natu re of this 
action, su ggest no explanation whatso­ 
ever of the observed fact that mind can 
act on mind at a distance, and appar­ 
ently in an instant of time. 
In fine, it appears to me that the evi­ 
dence regarding the commu nication of 
impressions from mind to mind over 
great distances, in su ch sort that appa­ 
ritions of distant persons dying or su f­ 
fering seem to be seen by their friends 
or relatives, is too strong to be rejected 
by any conscientiou s stu dent of facts. 
Science is no more ju stified iu rejecting 
this evidence merely becau se no expla­ 
nation is available than astronomers 
wou ld be ju stified in rejecting the ob­ 
served fact that bodies influ ence other 
bodies from a distance, merely becau se, 
as Newton himself admitted, no one can 
explain how matter can act where it is 
not. 
Some commu nication there mu st 
be between su n and planet, between 
planet and satellite, and beyond each 
solar system between su n and su n and 
between galaxy and galaxy; bu tn oou e 
has yet shown what that commu nication 
may be. 
In like manner, even the 
most cau tiou s stu dent of science may 
well believe that there be some means 
of commu nication, u nder special condi­ 
tions, between mind and mind at a dis­ 
tance, thou gh no one may be able to 
explain how su ch commu nication 
brou ght abou t.

One other narrative, before we con­ 
sider the philosophical aspect of the 
mu ltitu dinou s stories of this kind which 
are vou ched for on good au thority; and 
be it remembered, in passing, su ch 
stories as these can be u nmistakably con­ 
firmed, and have freq u ently been so 
confirmed, independently of the veracity 
of the persons who assert that they saw 
the \ ision or experienced the impression 
considered.

sight, and more so as his friend seemed 
| to be dripping with water. 
He spoke, 
bu t the apparition shook its head and 
disappeared. 
Bu t the 
vision reap­ 
peared a few minu tes after. 
Informa­ 
tion was soon received that at abou t 
the time when the apparition was seen 
by the y« u ng stu dent his friond had 
been drowned while bathing. 
It will be remembered that Lord 
Brou gham 
had an experience very 
similar to the one ju st related; and 
there are other cases of the same kind, 
that is, cases in which an apparition of 
a distant friend, at or near the hou r of 
death, has been seen by one to whom 
a promise has boon made, the fu lfill­ 
ment of which had been prevonted by 
death. 
The coincidence explanation, which 
disposes fu lly of even the beat au then­ 
ticated ghost and goblin stories, fails 
entirely iu the presence of the phenom­ 
ena we are considering. 
These ex­ 
periences are so exceptional as to excite 
special attention when they 
occu r; 
wliilo, whenever they do occu r, an event 
of a special kiu d occu rs to correspond,

If the yo ung lady dies 
or gets married the claim beco mes v o id, 
and she fo rfeits all the benefits o f the 
insurance.

The sportsmen have only ha lf an 
hour 
t) e thirty minutes bef» >re « lark 
in which to shunt them , hut during that 
tim e tlit- flocks that sail overhead blacken 
the air liite .great elouds. 
The gunners 
who have taken their stations in theeha r- 
aeteristie clum sy bait» aux which the sha l­ 
low water <l< lttands either hug one of ihe 
walls of reels or heap green boughs upon 
their Ix uds to deceive the birds. In cither 
case, tie* bulk of the birds will lly close 
to the earth over tin* sportsmen and one 
or more fI<h*!<h will drop into the reeds 
d o se at hand. 
They fly so eh*se together 
that the slaughter is apt to U* < » .nsider- 
able if a good close shot is obtain« **!. The 
blackbird is worth the g a m e, 
lb- is be­ 
tween a spa n e w and rohbin in size, and 
on «*«»ru and chestnuts. 
He is it 
gourm et am ong birds. 
To the man who is ly ing in wa it f r 
the birds the -<•« ne is ex citing , but t<> one 
who simply happens in that {» art * f th* 
river at that tim e it is most i**autiful an« l 
novel. 
A s the tiocksof birds drop into the 
thickets of o-eds un« l cling to the straight 
and densely crowded stalks they !<*>k like 
black fruit in tropic profusion in an or­ 
chard of 
trees unknown to 
fa ct or 
fiction. 
As they drop upon their p*-relies 
they begin to chatter, and it is no ex a g ­ 
geration to say that they till the air for a 
g rea t distance with their limpid, pla in­ 
tive little notes. 
To an unsophisticated 
sportsman the sig ht of a long, dense wall 
of ree» !s or grass dotted black with plump 
lnr« ls is not only tem pting , but one that 
be feels sure that ho can profit by . 
He 
rows noiselessly to where he sees the 
birds, m aking his l>oat creep in utter 
silence to tlu* edg e of the g rassy wa ll. As 
he begins t«> attain the position deter- 
iuhied on- pi-haw! there is a little rustle 
and the nearest birds disappear. 
Never 
mind, he remarks to him self, there are 
heaps more of them further along . 
He 
grasps ins ours again and renews his 
silent motion, blit, thunder and Mars! 
a t every fih>t of the boat's progress there 
is tha t same little rustle in the reeds and 
a few y ards more of the ripe and winged 
fruit disappears. 
The birds appear to 
drop M o w the part ml tops of the reeds, 
where they ha ve been perching, into the 
dense under part, where they cannot lie 
Been. 
Borne say , however, that they also 
m ove back into safer quarters. 
l'he sportsman sees that his is a losing 
g a m e, and know ing that startled birds 
< ften rise when s« ‘ttU*« i down in that wa y , 
utters a y ell or sim ply coug hs. 
The ruse 
succeeds as far as disturbing the birds is 
concerned, 
They do rise, but not above 
the reeds. 
They fly between tlu* wa ving 
tops and are g one w hile their pursuer 
wa its for them to g ive him a shot. 
If lie 
does send a despairing shot a fter them 
and is a fterwa rd of the opinion tha t he 
saw one or tw o fa ll, he w ill learn som e­ 
thing else tha t he did not know, w hich is 
tha t he must ha ve thig h boots or he can 
never g et through the deep mud in which 
the reeds grow to pick up his quarry .
